We recommend the Special Commit- 
tee to ascertain who among the inmates should contribute something for 
their‘own maintenance. We find the crops on the farm fairly good. As 
the accounts in connection with the Industrial Farm are in sume respects 
greater than we expected, we recommend that the Special Committee 
have someone appointed to control the expenditure with greater economy. 


We recommend that the Special Committee take an inventory of all the 
chattels on the Farm and in the House, belonging to the County. We 
recommend that the bread required for the inmates, be baked at the 
Farm, by the Master and Matron, and if it is necessarry, the Special 
Committee be requested to provide a suitable bake oven.”

Whereas, it is necessary to provide ways and means to defray the 
expenses of the public service of this County for the current year; and 
whereas it is necessary, by estimate, that the sum of nineteen thous 
and one hundred’and eleven dollars is required for general purposes, and 
the sui of two thousand nine hundred ‘and eighty-one dollars is eoqtrest 
for educational purposes. 


1st. Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the corporation of 
the County of Norfolk, in Council assembled,. that there shall be levied 
and raised in’each minor municipality, ratio in proportion as follows:
